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Introduction 


The  United  States  ranks  as  one  of  the  world's  largest  agricultural  exporters,  reflecting  the 
ability  of  U.S.  agriculture  and  its  related  industries  to  provide  ample  supplies  of  quality  prod- 
ucts at  competitive  prices. 

Bulk  commodities  make  up  the  majority  of  U.S.  overseas  sales,  but  there  has  been  signifi- 
cant growth  during  this  decade  in  U.S.  exports  of  consumer  food  products.  In  most  coun- 
tries, rising  personal  incomes  are  creating  demand  for  more  sophisticated  foods  than  those 
found  in  traditional  national  diets.  U.S.  food  technology  and  quality  are  recognized 
throughout  the  world,  providing  a  solid  base  on  which  to  build  further  growth  in  exports  of 
U.S.  consumer  food  products  to  fill  this  new  demand. 

The  Food  and  Agricultural  Export  Directory  is  published  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
(FAS)  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  for  firms  engaged  in  exporting  and 
those  who  wish  to  enter  the  foreign  market  for  U.S.  agricultural  products.  It  provides  up-to- 
date  listings  and  brief  descriptions  of  Federal  and  State  agencies,  trade  associations,  and 
other  organizations  that  offer  advice  and  services  in  exporting  all  types  of  agricultural  and 
food  products.

Foreign  Agricultural  Service 


The  United  States  maintains  a  global  system  for  gathering  and  assessing  information  on 
world  agriculture  and  trade.  This  enables  U.S.  farmers  to  market  abroad  advantageously, 
and  it  helps  U.S.  consumers  obtain  food  products  they  need  from  other  countries.  Coor- 
dinating these  global  activities  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Since  its  formation  in  1953,  FAS  also  has  been  the  center 
for  activities  related  to  the  development,  expansion,  and  maintenance  of  export  markets  for 
U.S.  agricultural  commodities.

Commodity  statistical  analysts  provide  scheduled  estimates  and  forecasts  of  area,  yield,  and 
production  for  foreign  crops  as  well  as  estimates  for  foreign  livestock,  poultry,  and  dairy 
production.  These  data  forecasts  are  supported  by  remote  sensing  techniques  as  weW  as 
weather-related  analyses  of  foreign  crop  conditions. 

International  Agricultural  Statistics  also  provides  agribusinesses  with  information  on  U.S. 
and  foreign  trade,  prices,  and  economic  indicators.  Information  and  data  are  available 
through  publications  and  an  electronic  distribution  system. 

The  group  also  collects  and  publishes  weekly  outstanding  sales  and  accumulated  export 
data.  All  exporters  of  U.S. -produced  agricultural  commodities  are  required  by  law  to  report 
their  sales  and  associated  exports  by  commodity  and  country.  (Commodities  included  are 
wheat,  wheat  products,  corn,  rye,  oats,  barley,  rice,  cottonseed,  flaxseed,  linseed  oil,  soy- 
beans, soybean  cake  and  meal,  American  lima  cotton,  all  upland  cotton,  and  cattle  hides 
and  skins.) 
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International  Trade  Policy  coordinates  and  directs  USDA's  activities  in  international  agree- 
ment programs  and  negotiations  to  expand  world  trade  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities. 
Trade  policy  activities  include  supporting  U.S.  policy  formulation  on  trade  issues  arising 
with  the  European  Community,  Japan,  and  other  important  trading  partners;  handling  com- 
modity issues  that  arise  in  international  organizations  and  other  forums;  and  supporting  the 
office  of  the  U.S.  Trade  Representative  in  the  conduct  of  trade  negotiations.  In  addition, 
market  development  activities  are  supported  by  providing  economic  data  and  analysis  (tariff 
rates,  nontariff  barriers,  and  statements  on  trade  conditions). 

To  follow  foreign  governmental  actions  that  affect  the  market  for  U.S.  farm  products,  FAS 
relies  primarily  on  its  agricultural  counselors  and  attaches.  Special  offices  are  maintained  at 
the  headquarters  of  the  European  Community  in  Brussels,  Belgium,  and  at  the  international 
negotiations  center  in  Geneva,  Switzerland.  FAS  also  maintains  contacts  with  the  Food  and 
Agriculture  Organization  of  the  United  Nations  (FAO)  in  Rome. 

In  Washington,  a  staff  of  international  trade  specialists  analyze  the  activities  of  international 
trade  conducted  under  the  rules  of  the  General  Agreement  on  Tariffs  and  Trade  (GATT),  as 
well  as  trade  conducted  under  regional  economic  organizations  and  bilateral  agreements. 
During  international  negotiations,  FAS  provides  the  staff  and  support  work  for  U.S. 
agricultural  representation.

The  USDA  Technical  Office  receives  through  the  GATT  Secretariat  notification  of  proposed 
mandatory  standards  requirements  concerning  agricultural  products  from  the  countries  that 
are  GATT  signatories.  The  office  also  receives  proposed  standards  for  nonsignatory  coun- 
tries from  FAS  personnel  overseas.  These  notifications  are  published  in  Export  Briefs  and 
also  released  electronically  through  the  Electronic  Dissemination  of  Information  system. 
When  interested  parties  provide  comments  on  proposed  standards,  the  Technical  Office 
collects  the  comments  and  relays  them  to  FAS  offices  in  the  appropriate  countries  for 
presentation  to  the  foreign  government  authorities.  In  addition,  the  Technical  Office  keeps 
extensive  and  constantly  updated  files  of  U.S.  and  foreign  regulations  to  provide  answers  to 
questions  on  technical  requirements  on  food  products.  These  regulations  cover  topics  such 
as  allowable  pesticide  residues,  acceptable  food  additives,  general  labeling  requirements, 
quarantine  regulations,  standards  of  identity,  natural  contaminants,  certification,  and  testing 
requirements.

The  Public  Law  480  (Food  for  Peace  Program) 

Titles  I  and  III  of  the  Public  Law  480  Program  (also  called  the  Food  for  Peace  Program) 
authorize  USDA  to  provide  financing  for  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  to  friendly 
developing  countries  on  concessional  credit  terms. 

Title  I  concessional  sales  provide  low-interest,  long-term  credit  to  foreign  governments.  Pay- 
ment is  made  in  U.S.  dollars  to  suppliers  upon  delivery  of  the  commodities  on  board 
vessels  at  U.S.  ports.  Recipient  countries  resell  the  commodities  internally  and  use  the  pro- 
ceeds for  agricultural  and  economic  development  projects.  In  FAS,  the  Program  Develop- 
ment Division  oversees  the  preparation  and  negotiation  of  country  agreements,  while  the 
P.L.  480  Operations  Division  oversees  the  purchasing  and  shipping  of  commodities  by  re- 
cipient countries. 

Title  III,  known  as  Food  for  Development,  permits  forgiveness  of  Title  I  debt,  provided  the 
recipient  country  undertakes  specific  agricultural  and  economic  development  activities  with 
the  proceeds  from  local  sales  of  the  commodities  obtained  under  Title  I  agreements. 

In  addition,  under  Title  II  of  P.L.  480  the  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service 
procures  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  for  direct  donations  to  foreign  countries  in  cases  of 
natural  disasters  or  other  crises  and  in  support  of  nutritional  feeding  programs.  About  two- 
thirds  of  these  donations  are  made  through  voluntary  relief  agencies  and  the  multilateral 
World  Food  Program.  The  Program  Analysis  Division  coordinates  this  program  with  the 
Agency  for  International  Development,  the  administering  agency. 


Commodity  Credit  Corporation  Commercial  Financing 

The  Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program  (GSM-102)  and  the  Intermediate  Export  Credit 
Guarantee  Program  (GSM-103)  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  (CCC)  allow  foreign 
buyers  to  purchase  U.S.  farm  commodities  from  private  U.S.  exporters,  with  U.S.  banks 
providing  the  financing  at  commercial  rates  of  interest  for  up  to  3  years  under  GSM-102 
and  in  excess  of  3  years,  but  not  more  than  10  years  under  GSM-103.  CCC's  guarantee 
covers  the  risk  that  the  foreign  buyer's  bank  might  fail  to  pay  under  a  letter  of  credit. 

The  programs  operate  in  cases  where  credit  is  necessary  to  increase  or  maintain  U.S. 
exports  to  foreign  markets  and  where  private  financing  institutions  would  be  unwilling  to 
provide  financing  without  CCC's  guarantee.  They  also  permit  countries  with  improved  finan- 
cial conditions  to  purchase  on  full  commercial  terms.  The  CCC  Operations  Division  ad- 
ministers these  programs. 

Other  Programs 

Section  416  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  provides  for  the  donation  of  CCC- 
owned  surplus  dairy  products  and  wheat  to  needy  persons  overseas  through  public  and 
private  nonprofit  voluntary  agencies  and  foreign  governments.  In  addition,  special  programs, 
which  include  barter  agreements  and  sales  from  CCC  inventory,  are  managed  by  FAS  as 
needed.

One  of  the  most  important  services  a  U.S.  farmer,  cooperative,  or  company  needs  is  good 
marl<eting.  FAS  has  a  continuing  marl<et  development  program  to  develop,  service,  and 
expand  commercial  export  markets  for  U.S.  agricultural  products.  Virtually  every  U.S.  pro- 
duct entering  world  trade  is  promoted  by  one  of  FAS'  market  development  activities,  which 
cover  more  than  70  countries. 

These  marketing  activities  involve  work  with  nonprofit  commodity  groups,  trade  associa- 
tions, and  State  departments  of  agriculture  and  their  regional  associations.  In  addition  to 
these  cooperative  efforts,  FAS  performs  a  variety  of  other  promotional  and  trade  servicing 
operations. 
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Commodity  experts  and  economists  analyze  attache  reports  on  production  and  trade,  com- 
bining them  with  accumulated  background  information  and  expertise.  Commodity  informa- 
tion compiled  and  analyzed  by  FAS  is  available  to  anyone  interested  in  foreign  trade. 

Commodity  marketing  specialists  support  the  work  of  cooperators  and  individuals  interested 
in  specific  markets  and  products.

Agricultural  counselors,  attaches,  trade  officers,  and  other  FAS  officers  assigned  to  U.S. 
embassies  and  consulates  around  the  world  play  a  key  role  in  gathering  global  information 
of  vital  importance  to  U.S.  agricultural  trade.  Originally  assigned  to  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture,  the  attaches  were  transferred  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  State  by  Executive 
Order  in  1939.  The  Agricultural  Act  of  1954  (P.L.  690),  approved  August  28,  1954,  provided 
for  the  attache  service  to  be  a  part  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  USDA. 

Agricultural  Trade  Offices 

The  Agricultural  Trade  Act  of  1978  directed  the  establishment  of  agricultural  trade  offices 
(ATO)  in  major  centers  of  commerce  throughout  the  world.  This  law  requires  a  minimum  of 
6  and  a  maximum  of  25  such  offices  to  develop,  maintain,  and  expand  international 
markets  for  U.S.  agricultural  commodities.  These  offices  serve  as  centers  for  export  sales 
promotions  and  contact  points  for  importers  seeking  to  buy  farm  products  from  the  United 
States.  ATOs  have  been  established  in  Algeria,  Bahrain,  the  People's  Republic  of  China, 
the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany,  Iraq,  Japan,  Korea,  Nigeria,  Saudi  Arabia,  Singapore, 
Tunisia,  Turkey,  United  Kingdom,  and  Venezuela.

and  Development  Missions      Congress  in  December  1987  to  encourage  greater  U.S.  private  sector  and  foreign  country 

participation  in  U.S.  agricultural  trade  and  aid  programs.  The  program  was  officially 
announced  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  a  mission  coordinator  appointed  on 
January  14,  1988.  By  offering  specially  designed  combinations  of  U.S.  trade  and  food 
assistance  activities  to  selected  countries,  the  goal  of  the  program  is  to  develop  countries 
and  customers  for  U.S.  agricultural  exports.

Electronic  Dissemination  of  Trade  Leads 

For  more  than  10  years,  the  FAS  has  been  supplying  trade  leads  to  the  U.S.  agricultural 
export  community.  During  1986,  more  than  3,600  trade  leads  came  in  from  70  countries. 
The  Trade  Leads  program  was  principally  responsible  for  an  estimated  $150  million  in  sales 
by  U.S.  export  companies  in  1986. 
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Electronic  access  to  trade  leads  is  available  on  a  daily  basis  within  24  hours  of  their  release 
through  USDA's  Electronic  Dissemination  of  Information  (EDI)  service.  To  subscribe  to  EDI, 
contact  Martin  Marietta  at  (301)  982-6877.

Using  high-speed  telecommunications,  the  AIMS  staff  in 
Washington,  DC,  forwards  product  announcements  to  interested  overseas  buyers. 

Foreign  Buyer  Lists 

The  AIMS  staff  maintains  a  database  of  approximately  13,000  foreign  firms  from  over  70 
countries.  American  firms  can  obtain  lists  and  match  their  products  with  prospective  buyers. 
Foreign  Buyer  Lists  provide  company  name,  contact,  address,  telephone,  telex,  cable, 
and/or  facsimile  number.  The  lists  can  be  formatted  to  provide  foreign  buyers  by  product 
for  the  entire  world;  or  foreign  buyers  by  country  for  all  products. 

Lists  are  available  from  two  sources.  One  list,  called  Historical  Trade  Leads,  provides  the 
names  and  addresses  of  companies  which  have  submitted  an  inquiry  through  the  trade  lead 
system  during  the  past  3  years.  The  other  list,  called  Foreign  Buyer's  Database,  is  provided 
by  U.S.  agricultural  attaches,  counselors,  and  trade  officers  overseas.  There  are  generally 
more  company  names  on  the  Foreign  Buyer's  Database  list  than  on  the  Historical  Trade 
Leads  listing.  Buyer  lists  are  available  at  a  cost  of  $15  per  list.

The  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service's  Export  Product  Review  Program  (EPR)  can  provide  up-to-date  information  on 
labeling  and  ingredient  regulations  in  a  target  foreign  country  before  samples  are  shipped. 
To  find  out  if  your  product  label  and  ingredients  meet  the  requirements  of  a  foreign  country, 
you  can  send  your  product  label  and  ingredients  list  to  FAS  for  evaluation. 

By  having  products  reviewed  in  the  targeted  foreign  country  in  advance,  the  program  has 
helped  open  the  door  to  export  opportunities  for  many  U.S.  food  products.  This  allows  ex- 
porters to  meet  foreign  requirements  and  alleviates  potential  customs  problems.  The  High 
Value  Products  Division  processes  requests  for  product  review.  A  fee  is  charged  for  this 
service.

The  Food  Quality  Acceptance  Service,  provided  by  USDA's  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
(AMS),  is  available  to  foreign  buyers  to  assure  that  any  product  shipped  overseas  meets 
contract  specifications.  To  apply  for  the  service,  which  is  operated  on  a  user-fee  basis, 
foreign  buyers  must  submit  to  AMS  the  specifciation  or  contract  in  advance.  The  AMS  will 
review  the  contract  and  will  work  with  the  buyers  in  writing  a  specification  that  can  be  cer- 
tified. The  requirements  for  USDA  certification  can  be  made  a  part  of  the  purchase 
contract. 

USDA  has  grade  standards  for  a  wide  variety  of  food  products,  including  shell  eggs.
